That any paper of the Post's 


preteniions to respectability should lend it 
self to the circulation of fabrications which 
are calculated to do infinite harm, is won- 
derful. 
Is there not, in God's name, crime 


enough in the world? 
Are our ears not 


full ofthe details of unaccountable villianies, 
from slaveholding to murder, that we shall 
have fancied crimes of most fearful and gi- 
gantb enormity trumped up, like ghouls to 
affright us, and utterly sink our faith in 
-man's goodness ? While our hearts are sad 
in the contemplation of crimes against so- 
ciety, and life, shall they be pulseless with 
horror before an infernajity without parallel? 
The Post has taken a fearful responsibility- 
It debases and corrupts the mind of its 
readers by the useless contemplation of im- 
aginary crime, and we utterly denounce 
such a course, while humanity has real 
crime enough, to humiliate it and check its 
aspirations after goodness. 
The Post's 


statements, not to speak of its conclusion* 
are untrue, and opposed to all the reliable 
evidence thus far elicited. It says

On arriving again in the 
city, betook lodgings at the National, but 
declined eating or drinking upon the premi- 
ses. 
His symptoms did not return; put no 


sooner was he fairly'domiciled in the house, 
than the strange disorder again shew itself, 
and with aggravated virulence and a much 
wider sweep. About seven hundred guests 
were attacked at nearly the same time, and 
of these at least twenty-five—some say thirty 
—have since died. 
Two classes or kinds of 


treatment have been applied to those who 
were taEeh down panel we ~are told'tnat't'ne 
remedies, where successfully cmployed.were 
for the most part of the nature of mineral 
antidotes. In cases where the disease was 
treated as though of miasmdtic origin, death 
has ensued, or the sufferings hav£ been 
more protracted. 


Should we call a portion of the above, an 


abominable, and wicked per version of fact,

"Cholera symptoms" with collapse, were th 
only prominent ones. 


Nothing we fear but a purpose, a Jixct

Observe again; th 
Fast says "from the time of his deparlur 
till his return, not a case of the diseas 
occurred."

responsible for whatever it states as facts, 
and we call upon the Post, for its evidence. 
Where is it? If it exists only in the dis- 
eased brain of some ignoramus, let us have 
it.

iriginally laid out as the Willow Cemetery, 
iv Joseph G. Stevens, Esq., was purchased 
jy him about twenty years ago of the heirs 


if Col. John Topham, (who was for Many

if about four acres. In 1849 it was plot- 
ed by Charles E. Hammett, Jr., and di- 
ided into about 35 lots of 16 feet square, 
with convenient avenues. In the following 
vinter a Company was formed and incor- 
orated under the name of the "Willow 
emetery Company of the town of New- 
iort," to which Co. the land was conveyed 
y Mr. Stevens on conditions; one of which 


was that one fourth of the proceeds go in- 


the treasury ofthe Co., to be invested or 


xpended for the benefit of the Trustees.— 


1854 the lot belonging to Albert Irish, 


n the corner of Spruce street, containing a 
ittle less than half an acre, was purchased 
y Henry E. Turner, and transferred to the 
>>. with the provision that he 'should rc- 
eive the purchase money for the lots ; he 
laying into the Treasury the sum of two 
mndred and fifty dollars for the preceding 
bjects. 
Soon after the estate of Mr, 


'ames Irish, formerly for many years the 
lomestead of Mr. Samuel Almy, deceased, 
was purchased by Mr. Stevens; giving to 
lie Cemetery a fine front on Warren street, 
with nearly five acres of land. In the 
ollowing spring, the front was brought to 
a grade, corresponding to the street, and 
a substantial fence and gateway erected.— 
The whole No. of lots is about 450, of 
which 132 are taken up. The Trustees 
are JosejJh P. Stevens, John Taylor, Geo. 
Burdick, B. H. Ailmar, and H. E. Turner. 
Joseph Stevens, President, and H. E. Tur- 
ner, Secretary and Treasurer."

Willard then decided to walk to the city 
leaving his sister to return to the home o 
aer hosts. 


As Mr. Willard started, with one ortw 


othersjhis sister cautioned him to be careful 
He had ahout reached the Medfoid switch 
when a train was seen coming irom the city 
To avoid the train, they stepped upon th 
other track, and observing that the inwar 
Express train from Portland was approacl 
ing. 
The last train struck Mr. Willard 


mangling Ins skull in a horrible manner 
and breaking nearly every hone in his body 
Of course he died instantaneously. A com 
panion named Woodworth, was struck sc 
as partially to stun him, but was able tobt 
aDout this morning. 


Mr. Willard was an unmarried man abou 


55 years of age. 
He stood high in his pr< 


fession, and his sad death wiil be gcneratl 
regretted by hosts of friends. 
He was 


native of Charlton, Worcester county,wher 
the remains will be carried for interment*— 
In 1856-7,Mr. Willard was in Washington 
where'he painted the portraits of Col. D

been exhibited at the Boston Athenmum.
